LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Nov. 15.—Navigating an airplane in 
the polar regions is a difficult task } 
because of the speed’ of the plane, | 
the swift changes in local time, the 
rapid changes in compass varia- 
tions and the problem of obtaining 
the drift over a surface on which 
there are no landmarks and eleva- 
tions are unknown. 


It is hard enough to navigate 
from one landmarked point to an-

known, and infinitely more. hard 
to navigate from a known point to 
an unknown or imaginary un- 
marked point and back again. 

The flight from Little America 
to the South Pole means flying to 
a point where all meridians of time 
and lines of compass variation con- 
verge, to a point which, when it 
has been reached, has no sign post 
saying: “This is the South Pole.” 

There is only a broad, fairly level 
plateau where 360 figurative rail- 
road tracks of different longitudes 
and timeg converge and all these 
tracks are invisibie, 

Even if one managed to fly ac- 
curately, making allowances for 
wind drift and necessary crossings 
of a few of these time meridians, 
te the Pole,ghow would one know 
at this imaginary point, where 
tracks radiate in every direction 
and every direction is north, which 
one of them to choose to retrace 
the course? _ 

Problems Worked Out by Byrd. 

That, crudely and simply put, is 
the problem of this polar flight, 
and it is to meet all. those condi- 
tions that Commander Byrd has 
been working on ‘navigational prob- 
lems so much this winter, even de- 
vising instruments to simplify his 
work. There is no time to get rat- 
tled on such a flight, one must 
think quickly and accurately and 
retain up to a certain point a 
chronological record of what has 
been done, 

In flying between two known 
points where the differences of 
compass variation are known, the 
navigator can take a mean of his 
variations at the two places, strike 
an average, and in this way choose 
a true course, which gives a much 
better chance of arriving. 

But in flying to an unknown spot 
over a course on which the lines 
of magnetic variation are not 
known they can be calculated only 
approximately and a slight error 
will make a_ difference of many 
miles in arriving at the desired 
point. 

Fortunately, however, there are 
other ways of checking a course, so 
that with care an accurate line of 
flight may be maintained and the 
Plane guided to a point within five 
to 15 miles of the place the navi- 
gator wishes to reach, in this casé 
the South Pole. 

Plateau Complicates Reckoning. 

If the Polar Plateau were not in 
the way, the flight would be sim- 
pler. It is because of the plateau 
that the flight is so much more 
complicated than the North Polar 
flight. Flying at an elevation fixed 
with relation to sea level, there ts 
a. chance to check speed and, by 
means of the known altitude, de- 
termine the drift of the plane, or 
the retardation or acceleration of 
the plane's speed due to the wind. 

But where the altitude changes 
continually and can be determined 
only approximately; with a possi- 
bility of important error, where 
the air speed indicator readings 
vary not only with the varying | 
loads of the plane but also with 
the altitude, due to the varying 
density of the air, plotting drift 
anywhere near accurately is, in- 
deed, a problem, 

These two components, speed 
and altitude, are absolutely easen- 
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points of intersection . 
course checks with the dead reck- 
oning, the navigator may be fairly 
certain that he is on his course. 
But if the dead reckoning 
short of such a point of intersec- 
tion, it will indicate that the plane 
is on the side of the line of flight 
where the position line forms an 
acute angle, and if dead reckoning 
shows a greater distance, it will in- 
dicate that the plane is on the oth- 
er side of the course.

is approached, so that within 20 
miles of the Pole there may be a 
change of 24 hours in 20 minutes 
if one were to fly in a circle at a 
speed of 120 miles an hour. 


Sun Compass and Time Element. 
The sun compass, which is one 


of Commander Byrd’s most import- 
ant navigational instruments, de- 
pends for its accuracy upon being 
set on a meridian of time and a 
deviation from that meridian nec- 
essarily affects its accuracy. Mer- 
idians of longitude may be con- 
ceived of as meridians of time on 
this flight because of the change 
in the relationship of the sun to 
the course, 


Consequently, if drift is not cal- 


culated with some degree of accur- 
acy and the plane swings from the 
time meridian on which the sun 
compass is set to another, the nav- 
igator will find himself flying on 
@ course parallel to the one on 
which he started and one which 


would take him not to the con- 


verging point, the Pole, but to one 
side of it. 


The reason for this is that the 


sun is at such an infinite distance 
that he would fly at an angle to 
the sun along a. line on the earth’s 
surface rather than 
meridian which would inevitably 
carry him to the Pole, the com- 
pass being set for the meridian on 
which the flight started.

Both Admiral 


Robert E. Peary and Capt. Roald 
Amundsen, who reached the North 
and South Poles, spent a day in 
taking a series of observations and 
Amundsen sent men out in various 
directions to make sure that some 
one in his party would come close 
to that imaginary point on the 
earth’s surface, 

When his calculations, made 
during 24 hours, were checked in 
Norway, it was found that two men 
had probably gone within a few 
hundred yards of the Pole.. These 
men were on solid surface and had 
time to make a series of observa- 
tions, 

How much more difficult it is to 
fly close to he Pole in an airplane 
moving at a high rate of speed and 
influenced by wind drift and the 
many opportunities of error in the 
navigator’s caluculations! Com- 
mander Byrd believes, however, 
that it can be done within an 
error of from five to 15 miles on 
either side of the, Pole, which, for 
practical purposes, is sufficient. 


Arrival Near Noon or Midnight. 


The flight can be timed so that 
the position lines which run at 
angles to the line of flight, gradu- 
ally becoming less as the Pole is 
reached, finally become a line at 
right angles to the course when the 
Pole is reached. This is assuming 
that the Pole is reached somewhere 
near noon or midnight, and the 
Commander hopes to time the 
flight so as to bring the ship there 
somewhere near one of those times. 

When this time arrives, the navi- 
gator swings the ship so as to pass 
along this right angle line in one 
direction, for, say, 15 minutes and 
then fly back the other way for 30 
minutes, thus making sure of pass- 
ing quite close to the Pole. 

If a flag is dropped at the ap- 
proximate position of the Pole and 
from one end of this flight at right 
angles to the former course a wide 
circle is made about the flag, the 
chances that the plane will pass 
very close to the Pole are again 
increased. 

But how to get home? All the 
“railroad tracks” are to the north. 
Time has relatively ceased. Which 
track to take? There are two ways 
of determining the plane's posi- 
tion. 


The sun is known to bear at a 


the Pole is reached and, during the 
circling movement, the angle may 
be plotted on the chart. That 
makes one relatively fixed point 
by which to fly. 


There is another fixed point, the 
south magnetic pole, which para- 
doxically, is to the:North. At the 
earth’s Pole the. magnetic pole has 
a definite direction and angle fram 
the line of flight. This angle can 
also be plotted. 


So, after the plane makes its cir- 
cle &nd returns to one end of the 
line of flight bisecting the course 
from Little America, the navigator 
can get as near as possible to his 
former southward course ahd turn 
away from Little America for a 
time and, by meang of the sun and 
the angle from the magnetic pole, 
set his sun compass. 

Then this compass can be re- 
versed 180 degrees, the plane 
turned about, and on a course rela- 
tive to the sun and the magnetic 
pole the flight home can be begun 
with some certainty of arriving 
there. 


Necessity of Calm, Sunny Day. 

It can be seen that most of this 
navigation depends upon the 
weather. Aside from the desirabil- 


sible to minimize drift, the sun is 
absolutely necessary. 

Without the sun, observations 
could not be teken and the sun 
compass could not be used to sup- 
plement the sluggish and tempera- 
mental magnetic compass in these 
latitudes. Moreover, nothing could 
be seen and photographs could not 
be taken, making the flight value- 
less even if the Pole were reached. 
The flight is for much more than 
merely reaching the Pole, and as 
high an altitude as the. load per- 
mits will be attained at the Pole 
so that a wide view may be had of 
the polar plateau. Mountains may 
loom up directly past the Pole and 
it may be possible to see that the 
Queen Maud Range runa indefinite-

TWO HELD IN LOS ANGELES

One of Pair Said to Have Admitted 
Part in $50,000 Holdup 
Nov. 9.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 29.— 


Charles H, (“Gabby) Henderson, 
23 years old, and Vernie Katz, 22, 
were arrested Wednesday and 
booked as fugitives from Illinois, 
where, police said, they are wanted 
as members of the band of robbers 
which held up a dinner party given 


by H. H. Harris, millionaire, ‘in 
Champaign, Nov. 9. 

John Troy, 20, arrested with the 
pair in Compton, a suburb, is al- 
leged to have driven a stolen auto- 
mobile used by the trio in two re- 
cent bank robberies and a drug- 
store holdup here, 

Police said Henderson, who also 
gave his name as Jack O’Brien, ad- 
mitted he and Katz participated in 
the Champaign robbery, in which 
approximately $50,000 worth of 
jewels and finery was taken from 
guests. One robber, W. C. Katzch- 
man, was shot and killed, and a 
policeman wounded. They said he 
told them he and Katz stole an 
automobile in Altamont, Ill, and 
drove it here, pawning some dia- 
monds in Albuquerque, N. M., on 
the way. 

One of the robbers, Harold 
Smith, was captured at the time 
and another alleged member of the 
band, Carl Wilson, later was ar- 
rested, Champaign police  tele- 
graphed local authorities. 
Rewards of $2000 were offered 
for the capture of the Champaign 
robbers and the return of the loot. 


U. 5. AVOIDS ISSUE 
WITH BRITAIN OVER|_ 
ANTARCTIC LANDS 


Delayed Reply to London 
~ Note on Byrd Expedition 
Neither Admits Nor De- 
nies Justice of Claims. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nev. 29.—Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd’s expedi- 
tion into the Antarctic has brought 
up an international question which, 
in time, may require diplomatic 
negotiation by the London and 
Washington Governments. The 
question is that of national title to 
the land in the South Polar re- 
gion, much of which is claimed by 
Great Britain on the ground of dis- 
covery and previous exploration. 
For the time being the United 
States is avoiding a discussion of 
the issue. 
A little more than a year ago 
the London Government sent a 
note to the United States setting 
forth that the various governments 
of the British Commonwealth were 
watching the progress of the Byrd 
expedition closely because of their 
own interest in the territory in- 
volved. 
A statement of British policy in 
the Antarctic, evolved at the im- 
perial conference of 1926, was in- 
closed, which defined the areas to 
which Great Britain claims title. 
The note lay in the State De- 
partment files for a year, lacking 
two days, and on Nov. 15, last, an 
answer was sent to London ac- 
knowledging its receipt and ex- 
pressing regret at the tardiness of 
the reply. In addition, the Amer- 
ican note said that since the Brit- 
ish statement of policy had been 
transmitted solely for the informa- 
fion of the Washington Govern- 
ment, there was no need for any 
comment “at this time.” Thus, con- 
sideration of the question of Ant- 
arctic territorial rights was post- 
poned. 

The British statement claimed 
title to the outlying part of Coats 
Land not included in the Falkland 
dependencies, Enderby Land, Kemp 
Land, Queen Mary Land, Wilkes 
Land, King George V Land and 
oates Land.

The flight came, as does every- 
thing here, with thrilling effect. 

Men had scurried busily about, 
intense with excitement.

Load on the Plane. 
The plane had been loaded for the

KILLS PLAN FOR ASPHALT 
STRIPS ON M’CAUSLAND AY. 


Public Service Board Announces It 
Will Ask Aldermen to Widen 
That Thoroughfare. 

The Board of Public Service to- 
day killed the proposal to replace 
macadam side strips in McCaus- 
land avenue with asphalt, in addi- 
tion to the existing 18-foot asphalt 
center strip, to make a  40-foot 
pavement, between Manchester and 
Clayton avenues, 

It announced, however, that it 
would draft am ordinance soon to 
widen that section of McCausland 
from 60 to 80 feet, establishing a 
56-foot roadway. It is also pro- 
posed to.extend McCausland south- 
ward from Manchester, connecting 
with the new Arsenal street via- 
duct and the projected River des 
Peres drive.

City officials explained | today, 
however, that investigation showed 
the floods to be due to a sink-hole 
west of McCausland, near Blendon 
place. The Street Department plans 
to recommend a new $100,000 
sewer west of McCausland, to be 
built next summer, to relieve this 
condition.

LAID TO HUMAN ELEMENT 


Designer Says There Was No Ne- 
cessity of Taking It Up in 
Imperfect Condition.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Anthony 
H. G. Fokker, designer of the 32- 
passenger airplane that crashed at 
Roosevelt Field Wednesday, in- 
juring two persons, attributes ‘the 
accident to failure of the human 
element in aviation. = 

“There was no necessity of tak- 
ing the craft up without having 
everything in good order,”’ Fokker 
said. “The failure of the second 
engine on the same side as the one 
which was left idle at the take- 
off resulted in loss of control be- 
fore the plane had attained suffi- 
cient altHtude and speed. There 
is no doubt that this type plane can 
be brought to a safe landing re- 
gardless of the failure of one or 
two engines if flying under normal 
condition and at safe altitude. 

“Such accidents as this preve 
that no matter how safe and air- 
worthy a plane may be, it can be 
wrecked at any time by failure of 
the human element.”

miles’ at 1000 feet altitude to 132 
miles at 10,000 feet. 

The flight, as planned, will aver- 
age about 5000 feet above the sur- 
face so that the strip will cover 
an area about 800 miles long and 
81 miles wide. 

Exploration aerial mapping is 
necessarily conducted tnder much 
more difficult circumstances than 
mapping in a civilized country. The 
‘polar flight will be especially com- 
plicated in this way as the plane 
will fly at varying altitudes, neces- 
sitating a varying time interval be- 
tween exposures so as to obtain 
the proper overlap. 

In other words, the surveyor 
must calculate his altitude and 
make adjustments between each 
picture and the intervals between 
exposures are only two minutes 
long. 

Fortunately the flight passes 
over Capt. Roald Amundsen’s old 
route to the Pole so that his rec- 
ords of ground elevations can be 
used to determine approximately, 
in conjunction with barometric 
readings, the height of the Byrd 
plane above the _ earth’s surface. 
Capt. Amundsen’s observations are 
being checked as far as the moun- 
tains by Dr. Laurence Gould of the 
geological party. 

Film sufficient to take 660 pic- 
tures during the flight will be car- 
ried. 

Plane Tested Long Ago. 

The Ford plane which Com- 
mander Byrd is using on his South 
Polar flight was brought here safe- 
ly only with the greatest of care 
and some good luck. No metal 
plane has probably been through 
so many vicissitudes -and survived. 

It has flown under all sorts of 
conditions as far north as latitude 
60, has been transported over salt 
water through the tropics, dropped 
several feet to a dock, landed in 
pieces on a crumbling Barrier from 
which parts were rescued with dif- 
ficulty, drawn to camp with dog 
teams buried in a snow igloo dur- 
ing a severe Antarctic winter and 
emerged from it all in perfect con- 
dition. 

he plane came out of the fac- 
tory in March, 1928, when Floyd 
Bennett, Commander Byrd’s com- 
panion on his north polar flight, 
who was to have been his pilot on 
this flight, was still alive and in 
charge of aviation. 

After it was tested it was flown 
by Bennett and Bernt Balchen to 
Canada by way of St. Paul, Winni- 
peg, Le Pas and then Reindeer 
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Lake and Racket, a Hudson Bay 
|trading post far up in the north- 
'ern wilderness. There it was flown 
on skis and tested sometimes in 
temperatures of 50 below zero. 
Carried Gold Seekers. 

On this flight the plane mixed 
up with the gold rush to Reindeer 
Lake, which was at its height at 
that time. 

Bennett and Balchen met a 
number of men in Le Pas who 
were anxious to get to Reindeer 
Lake quickly, a journey which was 
ordinarily made by dog. sledge 
| while snow was on the ground. 
| They were flown up as passengers 
‘and both Bennett and  Balchen 
staked claims. After the tests on 
skis were completed they came 
back, and at Le Pas again put 
on wheels and the plane was flown 
back to Detroit. 

The plane was then exhibited in 
the Detroit aviation show, the na- 
tional show of that year, and while 
it was there Bennett and Balchen 
flew in another Ford to the res- 
cue of the German flyers, who 
had landed at Greenley Island, in 
the Belle Isle Straits. 

On the way up both flyers were 
ill and Bennett became too ill at 
Murray Bay to continue. He was 
taken to Quebec and died there of 
pneumonia. 

The plane was first equipped 
with three engines of 220 horse- 
power such as were used on the 
Commander’s trans-Atlantic flight 
and the north polar flight, al- 
though of a later design. and such 
as Col. Charles A. Lindbergh and 
Clarence D. Chamberlin used. 

But it was found after load tests 
that to carry a heavy load to the 
altitude necessary to cross the 
Queen Maud Mountains more 
horsepower was needed. So a 
heavier engine of 550 horsepower 
was put in the nose and in tests 
at Mitchel Field it was found that 
this extra power gave the neces- 
sary added lift. 

After the plane had been thor- 
oughly tested, it was Tlown to Nor- 
folk, Va., with the other planes of 
the expedition and the wing tips 
removed. They and all] other parts 
were thoroughly sprayed to pre- 
vent corrosion during the Jeng trip 
to the Barrier.

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FILIPINO MUSICIAN LOSES — 
LIFE IN KANSAS CITY FIRE 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 29.— 
A fire at the Holland House, down- 
town apartment hotel, early yester- 
day, caused the death of one man 
and injuries to several others. 

Vincent Fondevilla, 33 years old, 
a Filipino musician with an act 
playing at a Kansas City theater, 
was suffocated. His body was 
found by firemen in one of the 
halls. Several other persons in the 
building were burned slightly or 
injured when they leaped to the 
ground from windows. 

The fire was discovered by a 
guest in the building at 4: 30 a..m. 
Other residents were quickly awak- 
ened and an alarm turned in. More 
than a dozen taxicab drivers assist- 
ed in carrying persons to safety 
down the ladders. 

Fondevilla ventured 


into a 


smoke-fillied hallway, evidently 
seeking a fire escape. His body 
was found after the fire was ¢x- 
tinguished. The building con- 
tained no exterior fire escapes.

BERLIN, Nov. 29.—Accusing 4 
fellow editor of “abominable 
thoughtfulness and shocking un- 
truthfulness,” cost the editors of 
the Deutsche Richterzeitung fines 
of $72 each today. Beth the de- 
fendants, Herren Reichert and 
Bewer, formerly were ‘connected 
with the Federal Supreme Court.

COLUMBIA, Mo. Nov. 23.— 
Funeral services for Dr. William 
Gwathmey Manly, “father of ath- 
letics” at the University of Mis- 
souri, who died here Wednesday, 
will be held at Warrensburg to- 
morrow afternoon. As professor 
of Greek language and literature 
he was the oldest member, in point 


of service, of the faculty. He had 
been a leader in the administra- 
tion of athletics in the Middie West 
since 1890. He was 67 years old. 

Dr. Manly was stricken with a 
‘heart attack while playing golf at 
the Columbia Country Club and 
died later in the university hospi- 
tal, 

Dr. Manly, as a new member of 
the faculty here in 1890, organized 
the first University of Missouri 
football team, which engaged 
Washington University at St. Louis. 
It was through his activity in in- 
'tercollegiate athletics that the old 
| Missouri Velley conference was or- 

ganized. He served it as secre- 
tary and held the same position in 
the newly-organized Bix Six con- 
ference. 

Following his graduation from 
Harvard, he went to the University 
of Missouri as a full professor and 
|chairman of the Greek depart- 
ment. 

His father was president of 
Louisville College and his grand- 
father headed the University of 
Alabama. He was born in Green- 
ville, 8. C., on April 13, 1862, was 
a member of Phi Beta Kappa, hon- 
orary scholastic fraternity, and of 
the *fasons. On Aug. 30, 1911, he 
married Miss Blanche Jordan of 
| Columbia, who survives.

The decline in number of rev- 
enue passengers here in the first 
12 weeks of the experimental fare 


| was 5.8 per. cent as compared with 


the corresponding period of last 
year. For 180 street railway com- 
panies throughout the United States 
reporting to the American Electric 
Railway .Association the decrease 


in Sept. was 1.46 per cent. For 
the year 1928 it was’ 1.33 per cent. 
These figures include bus passen- 
gers carried by street railways. 

Loss of revenue passengers by 
companies reporting to the Amer- 
ican Electric Railway Association 
has been continued throughout the 
year, every month showing a de- 
cline from the figures of the cor- 
responding month of last year. The 
greatest decrease was in February. 
3.65 per cent. In June it was 2 
per cent. The smallest decrease 
was in March, .12 per cent. 

Figures for St. Louis. 

The rate of decline in St. Louis 
for the 12 weeks of the experi- 
mental fare is considerably higher 
than the rate for last year and the 
preceding year. In 1928 it was 3.9 
per cent and in 1927 it was 3.4 per 
cent. In number of revenue pas- 
sengers, or fares collected, the fall- 


ing off in 1928 from the preceding 


year was 10,520,030. 

The average cash fare in cities of 
25,000 or more population is 8.38 
cents, according to the American 
Electric Railway Association. In 
St. Louis the cash fare is 10 cents. 
a rate which has been effective 
Since the experimental schedule 
was put into effect Aug. 26, last. 

Higher Fares Usually Futile. 

The steady decline in patronage 
hes worried street railway opera- 
tors for some time. As a rule they 
have tried to overcome the result- 
ant loss in revenues in two ways; 
first by higher fares; and second, 
by economies in operation. High- 
er fares have proved futile in near- 
ly all cases. The experience of the 
S*. Louis Public Service Co. has 
been that in only two weeks out 


ly deficiency in_revenue under the 
10-cent fare should be maintained 
for a year it would result in a de- 
crease of nearly $300,000 below 
the gross operating revenue of the 
last full year of the 8-cent fare. 
It is possible, however, that oper- 
ating economies and improved ef- 
ficiency of the company .will more 
than offset this in final calcula- 
tion of net profits, 

Street railways have largely re- 
sorted to busses in trying to hold 
their patronage and serve it at 
lower cost. Figures of the Amer- 
ican Electric Railway Association 
show 361 street railway companies 
are now operating 11,860 busses 
covering 21,990 miles of routes. 
Of these compacies 54 in the 
smaller cities have entirely aban- 
doned street car service, giving up 
about 800 miles of track. These 
same companies have added about 
900 miles of bus routes serving ter- 
ritories not previously served by 
street cars. 

More and Better Busses. 

In the November issue of Aera, 
the monthly journal of the elec- 
tric railway association, Kenneth 
L. McKee, the organization's stat- 
istician, writes: 

“There can be little doubt but 
that those electric railways that 
have been operating busses for 
some time are finding them more 
and more useful 
are now 137 traction companies 
that have been operating motor 
busses for at least five years. With 
this experience they are far bet- 
ter able to judge their needs in the 
way of bus equipment than pre- 
viously. 

“During the same period the 
types of motor busses manufac- 
tured have undergone revolution- 
ary changes. So much so, in fact, 
that a five-year-old bus comes 
pretty close to being obsolete to- 
day. Only five years ago de luxe 
busses were the exception. Today 
théy have almost become the rule.’ 

The St. Louis street railway sys- 
tem operates about 52 busses which 
in 1928 earried 5,170,588 revenue 
passengers out of a total of 257,-

WHAT DEBAUCHED CHICAGO 


is the most American thing about America. William 
T. Stead, the British publicist, said that hell is but a 
pocket edition of Chicago. 

That Chicago is the most lawless city in the United 
States is not seriously denied by anybody. Chicago 
politics, gang wars, massacres, murders, etc., top the 
list for great American cities, all of them bad by 


some of the Southern cities with large colored popu- 
lations lead Chicago in the dubious pastime of taking 
human life. Chicago invented racketeering. Perhaps 
the shooting of seven men in a gatage on an after- 
noon when another gang of bootleggers swept down 
and perpetrated this bloody crime best characterizes 
in the country’s mind the situation in Chicago. If 
that one-sided battle has a rival in the national con- 
sciousness it is the incredible zeal and nonsensical 
hullabaloo with which Mayor Thompson made war 
in the public schools upon King George. 

Prof. Charles Edward Merriam, after 30 years’ 
active participation in the public life of Chicago,.a 
former member of the City Council, twice defeated 
for Mayor himself, and confidant of Mayor Dever, 
has written a book in which he tells what in his 
opinion brought Chicago to its present plight. Ac 
cording to Prof. Merriam, the same thing that hap 
pened to the United States Government during the 
Harding administration happened in a larger degree 
to Chicago. That is, the coarse philosophy of ma- 
terialism, in which every man condoned the other 
fellow’s racket to preserve his own, brought Chicago 
at last to a pass at which the city government was 
no better than these various rackets. That there was 
no articulate voice anywhere insistent for good gov- 
ernment and public decency is in his Judgment what 
brought the city at length tothe level ofthe Colisimo- 
Torrio-Genna-Capone gang and the O’Bannion-Weiss 
Drucci-Moran outfit, which fought for the bootlegging 
business. All the others fought for some other busi- 
ness. Even that free press which Jefferson had be- 
lieved would keep all secure as long as the people 
could read became, according to Prof. Merriam, im- 
potent. It was in the heyday of this debauchery that 
United States Senator Deneen of Illinois felt it neces- 
sary to leave Washington for Chicago to attend the 
funeral of “Diamond: Joe” Esposito. Between the 
public utility magnates, the magnates of prostitution, 
and the magnates of rim, the morals of Chicago be- 
came such that Paul H. Douglas says in reviewing 
Prof. Merriam’s book for the Nation: 

Even the so-called “respectable” people are so 
deeply enmeshed in corruption that there is little

All this makes 
the pattern of the political mosaic at once un- 
stable and fascinating. The unstable nature of 
the political factions in turn permits the inde- 
pendents to exercise some influence in combining 
with the least bad of the groups. The result gen- 
erally, however, is that the officials whom the in- 
dependents thus help to elect make their peace 
with the corruptionists and life goes on much 
as before. 

It is a lesson to all the big American cities. Indeed, 
it is a lesson to the country itself. Plato said: “Ruin 
follows when the trader rules.” The trader, that 
is the man whose only motive is to make money, cap- 
tured Chicago. He made the money—but see what he 


also made of Chicago!

Mexico recently decided to add no more Generals 
to her army, and that was a great forward step. 
Honduras, however, has done more for the cause of 
peace by turning her warriors into road builders. 
That country has a super abundance of military 
geniuses born to command, each ready to spring to 
the saddle at his nation’s faintest whisper. As 
military emergencies became fewer, these Generals 
had to keep in training somehow, so home-made wars 
began to bless the people. To find appropriate em- 
ployment for these master minds, the’ Government 
has put them to building highways, which Honduras 
needs more just now than she needs conquests or 
insurrections.

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CLARIFYING THE TAX PLAN. 
In abandoning the proposed nuisance taxes against 


| tobacco, amusements and beverages the State Survey 
Commission, which is devising more revenue for 


Missouri, has ridded’its plan of a feature which 
might easily have destroyed it. 

The commission has decided that the present 
sources of taxation are sufficient to increase the rev- 
enue of the State by the approximately $16,000,000 a 
year needed to make Missouri a ~modern comnson- 
wealth, which will not greatly surprise all those who 
have been observing its deliberations.

case of U. 8S. vs. Holte, decided in 1915. 

In that case, arising under the Mann act, the court 
held by a divided opinion that the woman, whose 
protection as a victim was contemplated, could her- 
self be guilty of conspiracy to cause heft own trans- 
portation in interstate commerce. But, said Justice 
Holmes, in the majority opinion: 

We will assume that there may be a degree 

of co-operation that would not amount to a 

crime, as where it was held that a purchase of 

spiritous liquor from an unlicensed vendor was 


not a crime in the purchaser, although it was in 
the seller. 


And Justice Holmes cited the case of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts vs. Willard, 22 Pickering, 
476, in approval. ! 

In the dissenting opinion in the Holte case, Justice 
Lamar said, with the concurrence of Justice Day: 


So, too, a person who knowingly purchases 
liquor from one unauthorized to sell it is not 
guilty of a criminal offense and is not an accom- 


plice. 

Then, quoting from the same case of Common- 
wealth vs. Willard, cited by Justice Holmes in the 
majority opinion, he said: 


Every sale implies a purchaser: there must be 
@ purchaser as well as a seller, and this must 
have been known and understood by the legisla- 
ture. Now, if it were intended that the purchas- 
er should be subject to any penalty, it is ta be 
presumed that it would have been declared in 
the statute, either by imposing a penalty upon 
the buyer in terms or by extending the penal 
consequences of the prohibited act to all. per- 
sons aiding, counseling or encouraging the prin- 
cipal offender. There being no such provision in- 
the statute, there is a strong implication that 
none such was intended by the Legislature. 


While this discussion was collateral and the Holte 
case not directly in point. the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court on the question is so definite as to war- 
rant the view that it is settled.

“THE LOWEST DEPTH.” 

Prof. Rogers of “Boston Tech”, who attracted atten- 
tion last June with his snob formula for success, 
now steps forward to say that “bridge playing is 
the lowest depth to which the human being can fall.” 
That judgment strikes us as somewhat severe. Our 
demurrer, however, shou:d not be misconstrued as a 
defense of this wretched game. There can be no 
question that bridge is among our ghastliest vices. 
Whatever shred of manners may have been 
bequeathed us by our pioneer forefathers has been 
pretty well demolished at the bridge table. There 
one sees the proverbial “perfect gentleman” behave 
like an anthropoid ape and there, too, the “minister- 
ing angel” has been known to be petulant, not to 
say irritable. But to place bridge as the ultima 
thule, the ne plus ultra, of degradation is, as we have 
intimated, a bit thick. One feels that Prof. Rogers’ 
education has been neglected. One knows, at any 
rate, from his anti-bridge pronouncement that the 
distinguished pedagogue has never listened in on 
the pre-war ginger ale symposium of any group of 
nineteenth-hole golfers.

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THE VANISHING STREET CAR. 

Wiesbaden, famous German health resort city, pop- 
ulation 90,000, scrapped its street car system last 
April and substituted motor busses. Although the 
minimum fare is 15 pfennigs (about 4 cents), cheap- 
er by 5 pfennigs than the fare in the neighboring 
cities of Frankfort and Mainz, the first six months 
of operation shows a net profit of approximately $50.- 
000. In addition to other superiorities, the Wies- 
baden bus line has a total length more than twice 
that of the junked street car system. 

Wiesbaden, like Wolverhampton, England, and 
other medium-sized cities, is writing new transporta- 
tion history. Because‘\of the smaller volume of pas- 
sengers, it is relatively’ simple for cities of 200,000 
or less to take the step that must sooner or later be 
taken by larger cities—that is, to remove from crowd- 
ed streets traffic running on fixed rails. As Le Cor- 
busier, the French architect, points out, “The sur- 
face car has no right to exist in the heart of the 
modern city.” There simply isn’t room for it.

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THE CHILDREN’S WOSPITAL.

This is no longer the country of Franklin or Lincoln, says Chicago University history 
professor; our flag rarely thought of as symbolizing revolution; ideals of founding 
fathers have been lost and forgotten; evolution worked by wars and reaction, cul- 
minating in the complaisant Harding, who ushered in the regime now in power.

HB United States of the fathers has 

passed away. These idealistic leaders ofa 

struggling democracy thought, like the 
Russians of our day, to set up a new social! 
regime, a country in which lands were as 
good as free, into which the poor and the 
dispossessed of every nation were invited. 
where free trade with all the world was 
asserted as a fundamental right, where free 
speech was never to be abridged and where 
one’s religion or want of it Was never to 
be a subject of legislative, judicial or social 
reproach. Freedom and liberty; personal 
independence and social equality were ideas 
of daily assertion and common practice. 
The word liberty has no popular meaning 
today; and the flag of the United States is 
rarely thought of as covering agitation and 
revolution. 

How has the change been wrought? The 
greatest single cause has been war. The 
long struggle in Europe following the 
French revolution drew young America into 
its current. Prices of farm and forest prod- 
ucts soared until every American seemed 
rich. Suddenly the war closed, Napoleon 
was exiled and prices fell below all known 
precedents, Cotton and tobacco growers, 
plantations and slaves about them, were 
hard pressed to find means of support. 
Thousands migrated to the new lands of the 
West. Those who remained at home made 
outcry for State assistance; banks, canals 
and roads. The manufacturers must have 
a tariff against imports and a semimonopoily 
of the growing American mark#t. While 
the States could not give permanent relief 
to planters and farmers, the old United 
States did give relief to manufacturers. 
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When the Civil War closed and Lincoln 
was dead, the new financiers, industrialists 
and masters of transportation were power- 
ful. There were now thousands of million- 
aires where there had been thousands of 
slaveholders; and they or their agents ex- 
ercised almost undisputed control over the 
party of Lincoln from 1868 to the Roosevelt 
break in 1912. Thus the second great step 
in the American evolution took the Republic 
still further from the ideals and status of 
Franklin and Jefferson. 

William McKinley, gentle and iil-in- 
formed, took the lead in a new. epoch. He 
entered into war with Spain. Before its 
close, he took American business men upon 
a high mountain; there they saw the king- 
doms of this world: wide stretches of Mex- 
ico which might be exploited, the distant 
Philippines on the other side of the worid 
and Hawaii knocking the while at the door 
of the Nation. It was the new United 
States. Men talked of colonies and depend- 
encies and looked stupid when reminded of 
the Declaration of Independence.

It was the day of Theodore Roosevelt and 
a fitful prosperity, constant talk of big 
sticks in diplomacy, of the payment of 
inflated debts and the maintenance of order.

Island, grew from a line of 1120 
miles to more than 17,000 miles, 
at that time the largest mileage 
‘under single control in the coun- 
try. The line then extended from 
St. Paul, Minn., and Watertown, 


the west and to New Orleans, EI 
Paso and Brownsville, Tex., in the 
south, 
Opened Up Rio Grande Valley. 
By building the road from Cor- 
pus Christi te Brownsville, Yoak- 
um opened up the rich Gulf Coast 


j region of Texas to the Rio Grande. 


Once used only for grazing cattle, 
it was converted through irriga- 
tion and intensive cultivation into 
@ garden spot of truck, fruit and 
sugar cane farms. 

When he began construction in 
Oklahoma and Texas, houses in 
some cases were 50 to 75 miles 
apart, but the plow followed -his 
rails and soon towns and cities 
sprang up along the road's right 
of way. 

For more than 20 years he had 
been interested in improving the 
condition of the farmer and in 1909 
first advocated a system of farm 
marketing known as “The Yoakum 
plan,” many features of which 
have since been embddied into 
farm legislation and in national 
farmers’ organizations. 

Though a lifelong Democrat he 
felt he could not indorse the Mc- 
nary-Haugen farm relief bill and 
supported Herbert Hoover for pres- 
ident at the last election. 
Answered Critics With Figures. 

In 1918 the Frisco went into re- 
ceivership and although Yoakum 
remained chairman of its Board of 
Directors he was not appointed re- 
ceiver. He was severely criticised 
by former Judge H. S&S. Priest, a 
stockholder, and by others, who as- 
serted his participation in the con- 
struction and sale of a number of 
branch Tines to the Frisco was 
largely responsible for its failure. 

To these criticisms Yoakum re- 
plied with an itemized statement 
of his participation in those enter- 
prises and declared it was the only 
way they could have been built at 
the time. 

From 1905 to 1909 he was chair- 
man of the executive committee of 
the Rock Island Railway. 

He was the founder of the Len- 
nox Hills Golf Club, which was es- 
tablished on part of his Long Is- 
land estate, and after the death of 
his wife in 1926, he established a 
club house for caddies as a me- 
morial to her. This club, of co- 
lonial architecture, with an assem- 
bly room, a gymnasium and a li- 
brary, is regarded as one of the 
most complete structures of its 
kind. Too ill to attend the last 
annual banquet of the “Caddy 
Club” he addressed a personal let- 
ter to its 160 members, expressing 
his interest in their welfare and 
urging establishment of similar 
club houses at golf clubs through- 
out the country. 

He was married in 1885 to 
Elizabeth Bennett of San Antonio, 
Tex. Their two children, Mrs.

—while holding their prices among 
gece do not draw the praises 
of yore “from connoisseurs. In 
like fashion, the Meissoniers—those 
vast glittering compositions of the 
nineteenth century, in which gren- 
adiers flashed over battlefields, 
while still holding in the main, 
their money values, and still ac- 
counted excellent museum pieces, 
are not today in favor with con- 
noisseurs. 

Domenicino ane the “grand man- 
ner” painters who were prizes in 
collections here and abroad before 
1850 have utterly lost popularity. 
However, Rogers pointed out, an- 
tiques and old masters occupy a 
certain place in the economic world 
which makes them increase in 
value from year to year. There 
are fashions in art, and sometimes 
the fashions are not permanent, 
but on the other hand great 
painters are always greater than 
their schools, and survive. 

“As we go on, antiques and old 
masters tend to become more and 
more valuable because there is only 
a certain number of them in the 
world today and they cannot be in- 
creased.” Rogers said. “The dol- 
lar in the future will buy increas- 
ingly fewer cents’ worth of an- 
tiques or old masters, and for this 
reason, the acquirement of an- 
tiques and old masters by museums 
is important. They are always 
cheaper today than they will be to- 
morrow.” 

Of Cezanne, Rogers said: “He 
violated the laws of perspective, 
using color to gain perspective ef- 
facta. But after all it would be 
difficult to find, a great painter 
who did not, at some time violate 
the laws of perspective.” 

Rogers made it plain that he 
was not a particular champion of 
modern painting but that he be- 
lieved modern painting, as classical 
painting and all other types of 
painting, had produced a few great 
artists. Aiso that he believed the 
public in a metropolitan city should 
have the opportunity to see what 
outstanding assets stati painters 
are doing. 

“In the last fe wyears,” he added. 
“the connoisseurs who held out 
longest against modern art have 
gone over. The claims of modern 
painting cannot longer be ignored. 
The modernists have something to 
say worth saying. The pendulum 
has swung far from the objectivity 
of the nineteenth century. The 
trend now is toward subjectivism, 
toward simplification of objects in 
the attempt to convey something 
apart from the mere surface 
truths of things. The pendulum, I

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Five 
Representatives face contests over 
their seats in the House, despite 
the fact that they have been serv- 
ing officially since the beginning 
of the special session. 

They were seated following re- 
ceipt by William Tyler Page, House 
clerk, of certificates of election 
from the State Sectetaries, but 
throughout the summer and fall at- 
torneys have been working on the 
cases of both contestants and con- 
testees and records are now com- 
plete and in the hands of Page. 

The election committees will be 
organized next week to hear the 
contests after the regular session 
convenes Monday. They will go 
into the records and probably will 
yold open hearings. 

Contest Against Mrs. Owen. 

With the exception of the con- 
test over the seat held by Repre- 
sentative Ruth Bryan Owen 
(Dem.), of the Fourth Florida Dis- 
trict, the contests deal with dis~ 
putes over election returns. 

Ww. C. Lawson, Republican can- 
didate for the Florida seat, charges 
Mrs. Owen lost her citizenship when 
she married a British army offi- 
cer. Mrs. Owen returned to the 
United States after her husband 
died and claims to have lived here 
sufficient time to have regained 
her citizenship and thus be eligi- 
ble for her seat. 

Former Representative Harry M. 
Wurzbach (Rep.) has been persis- 
tent in his attack on the seating of 
Representative Augustus McClosky 
(Dem.), of the Fourteenth Texas 
District. He has declined to relin- 
quish his office in the House office 
building and is understood to have 
charged irregularities in Bexar 
County (Tex.) elections. McClos- 
ky is a former Mayor of San An- 
tonio, seat of Bexar County. 

John Phillip Hill is attempting to 
unseat Representative Vincent L. 
Palmisano (Dem.), of the Third 
Maryland District. 

Contest Over Missouri Seat. 

Jacob L. Milligan (Dem.), of the 
Third Missouri District, is stoutly 
defending his claim to his seat 
against H. F. Lawrence. 

Ralph E. Updike, defeated Re- 
publican of the Seventh Indiana 
District, is contesting the seating 
of Louis Ludlow. (Dem.). 

After the committees have com- 
pleted their investigations into the 
cases they will draft reports to be 
submitted to the House for disposi- 
tion.

URGES CITY TO RETAIN 
OLD GARBAGE SYSTEM 


|Research Bureau Wants Dock 


Improved, However, So Mo- 
tor Trucks Can Be Used. 


The Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search, in the current issue of its 
publication, Mind Your Business, 
urges that the city carry out the 
recent recommendation of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 


ment that an ordinance be passed 


immediately for disposal of the 
city’s garbage under a new five- 
year contract by the present meth- 
od, 

This method consists of delivery 
of garbage to barges at the foot of 
Chouteau avenue, for towing down 
the river to an island for hog feed- 
ing. The research bureau further 
urges that the garbage dock at 
Chouteau avenue be improved to 
accommodate motorized tractor 
and trailer collection equipment. 
The Government had jected to 
city plans for the imprévement but 
several months ago withdrew its 
criticisms. 

“Since then,” Mind Your Busi- 
ness says, “no further action has 
been taken toward erection of the 
dock.” 

A year ago the bureau submitted 
to city officials a plan for use of 
tractor-trailer equipment which, it 
was estimated, would reduce col- 
lection costs $80,000 a year. A 
former city administration, it is 
pointed out, spent $50,000 in 1924 
for tractors and trailers which 
never have been used but are 
available when the dock will ac- 
commodate them. 

“For several years,’ says the 
pamphlet, “this bureau has urged 
the city administration to discon- 
tinue the present expensive and uh- 
sanitary method of collection (by 
mule-drawn wagons) and to adopt 
a system using tractors and trail- 
ers.”’ 

There have been no objections 
under the five-year disposal con- 
tract which will expire next Febru- 
ary, says the bureau, that would 
require the city to abandon the 
hog-feeding method in favor of ex- 
pensive incineration or redyction 
plants.

4 Gos. tthe, New York Mona 
phy - the Post-Dispatch 
MEXICO CITY, Nov. ‘es. — By 
formal declaration of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterfay Pascual 
Ortiz Rubio officially became 


President-elect of Mexico. 

The electoral committee of the 
Chamber, after examining the bal- 
lots of the recent election, reported 
that 1,959,319 votes had been cast, 
of which Ortiz Rubio received 
1,825,761. Jose Vasconcelos 110,- 
279 and Pedro Triana 23,279. The 
Chamber then declared Rubio 
elected for the term beginning Feb. 
5, 1930, and ending Dec. 1, 1934. 

Ortiz Rubio received the con- 
gratulations of his adherents. Vas- 
concelos and his followers refrained 
from expressing themselves. The 
morning newspapers in Mexico City 
introduced a novelty in post-elec- 
tion proceedings in Mexico by 
printing flashlight photographs of 
the election committee counting 
the ballots. 

Ortiz Rubio is expected to re- 
tain four members of the present 
Cabinet. They are: Gen. Joaquin 
Amaro, Minister of War; Javier 
Sanchez Majorada, Minister of 
Communications; Ramon Denegri, 
Minister of Industry, Commerce 
and Labor, and Genaro Estrada, 
acting Foreign Minister. Former 
Finance Minister Alberto J. Pani, 
now Minister to Franceé, is expected 
to return to his old post. 

It was announced that the 
President-elect would leave soon 
for the United States to take treat- 
ment at the John Hopkins Hospi- 
tal, Baltimore, Md., for an inter- 
nal disorder from which he has 
suffered for a year. He will re- 
main there until cured, it is said. 

While in the United States the 
President-elect will confer with 
President Hoover, Ortiz Rubio is 
by profession an engineer and a 
graduate of the University of Mex- 
ico.

OF LACLEDE GAS STOCK 


Muench Tells State Board Chi- 
cago Firm Is Not Licensed 
in Missouri. 


By the Jefferson City 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov, 29.— 
City Counselor Muench of St. Louis 
filed today with the State Public 
Service Commission a motion to 
dismiss the application of the Util- 


ities Power and Light Corporation 
of Chicago to acquire and hold 
more than 10 per cent of the stock 
of Laclede Gas Light Co. and La- 
clede Power and Light Co. 
Utilities Power and Light Corpo- 
ration, a holding company, some 
time ago acquired control of La- 
clede Gas Light Co. and Laclede 
Power, and Light Co., both dper- 
ating concerns, through purchase 
of another holding company, La- 
clede Gas and Electric Co., which 


had been organized by Charles A.} 


Munroe and associates to contre! 
the two operating companies. Utili- 
ties Power and Light Corporation 
now desires to eliminate the inter- 
mediate holding company by ac- 
quiring direct ownership of the 
stock of the two operating com- 
panies held by it. 

In his motion to dismiss, Muench 
argues the application has no legal 
standing because Utilities Power 
and Light Corporation, incorporated 
in Virginia, has never been licensed 
to do business in Missouri as a for-* 
eign corporation. On this point he 
says: “Having been created for 
the purpose among others of secur- 
ing the efficient operation of pub- 
lic utilities and of protecting the 
investors and prospective investors 
in the securities of such utilities, 
this commission should not by any 
order entered herein deprive itself 
of any part of its jurisdiction in 
either respect with reference to the 
affairs and operation of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., or lend its aid 
to any plan calculated to deprive 
other departments of the state gov- 
ernment of any of their supervisory 
functions.”’ 

Muench argues that to give Util- 
ities Power and Light Corporation 
the right to acquire large stock 
ownership in the two St. Louis con- 
cerns would enable it to sell securi- 
ties in other states based on the 
securities of the two subsidiaries, 
without any governmental super- 
vision. 

On this ground Muench asserts 
it would be contrary to public pol- 
icy to grant the application, upon 
which a hearing was held last week 
at Jefferson City. He also says the 
application should not be granted 
unless it can be shown such stock 
ownership would result in further- 
ance of public welfare.

-as the prepared flour is standard 


in type and there is no fear of 
getting too much or too little bak- 
ing powder or soda in any particu- 
lar one batch of cakes as the pro- 
portions are always the same. 

Buckwheat cakes, which are rel- 
ished by all persons who appre- 
ciate tasty cookery, are readily 
made with ready-prepared buck- 
wheat pancake flour, 

Now that waffles have become 
fashionable articles of food, house- 
wives have found out that waftles 
may be successfully made with 
these ready prepared pancake 
flours which make crisp tender 
waffles. 

To change the flavor of the hot 
cakes, add_ chocolate, raisins, 
mashed sweet potatoes or grated 
white potatoes, orange juice, canned 
berries, or any other flavoring or 
ingredient popular for using in 
waffles, 

These prepared and pancake 
flours may be used in making all 
kinds of muffins. Dates, nut- 
meats, bran, blueberries, canned or 
dried, may be added to the batter 
when a particuarly tempting hot 
bread is desired. 

Some Suggestions. 

Put a round of sausage between 
two freshly baked pancakes and 
serve with sausage gravy made by 
pouring one-half cup thin cream in 
pan in which sausage was cooked 
and stirring until cream and meat 
gravy are well blended. Serve hot. 

Sprinkle grated cheese over hot 
waffles and serve with jelly. 

Serve waffles with creamed 
chicken or creamed asparagus. 


NICE STEAMED PUDDING 


This Type of Sweetmeat Is Very 
Suitable for Cold Weather 
Meals. 


Among the steamed puddings 
suitable for a’dessert on a cold day 
do not forget marmalade pudding. 


This delicacy is made with two 
eggs, one-fourth cup milk, one half 
teaspoon baking powder, one fourth 
cup chopped suet, one-half cup 
powdered sugar, one-fourth cup 
one-half teaspoon vvinilla, 
three-fourths cup orange marma- 
lade and one and one-fourth up 
bread crumbs. 

Beat one egg. Add the milk, 
baking powder dissolved in two tea- 
spoonfuls of hot water, suet, orange 
inarmalade and bread crumbs. Mix 
thoroughly. Turn into a greased 
mold.

Frozen apricots are one of the 
new type frozen desserts which 
may be served at either formal or 
informal meals. 

To prepare this icy cold sweet 
use two cups cooked apricots 


drained from their juice, two cups 
apricot juice, one cup sugar and 
cne lemon, 

Rub apricots through a coarse 
sieve, add juice and sugar. Heat 
through until sugar is dissolved. 
Cool and add grated rind and juice 
of lemon. Freeze. 

It will improve in flavor and tex- 
ture by standing to ripen fdr sev- 
eral hours. Will serve eight per- 
sons. 

Cranberry Whip. 

Use one cup of thick cranberry 
sauce or cook two cups of raw 
cranberries with one-half cup of 
water and two-thirds cup of sugar 
for 10 minutes or until the berries 
are broken and very soft. Coo! be- 
fore using. Soak one tablespoon 
of plain gelatin in one-fourth cup 
of cold water for five minutes. Dis- 
solve in one-half cup of boiling wa- 
ter and then stir into the cranberry 
sauce with the juice of one-half 
orange and a teaspoon of grated 
orange rind, 

Beat two egg whites until stiff, 
fold them into the cranberry mix- 
ture, place the bow! containing this 
in a pan of ice water and beat with 
a wire egg whip or fork until the 
mixture is almost thick enough to 
hold its shape. Pile in sherbet 
glasses and chill before serving. 

Ginger Bread. 

One cup sorghum, one-half cup 
sugar, one-half cup butter, three 
eggs, heaping teaspoon ginger, one 
of cinnamon, one of soda, dissolved 
in one cup boiling water, two and 
one-half cups of flour. Mix, add- 
ing the whites of eggs well 
whipped the last thing. Bake in 
loaf. 

Coffee Cake, 

A delicious quick hot bread is 
prune coffee cake which .is made 
with two ggs, one cup Sugar, two 
cups flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder, one haif cup milk, one- 
half cup melted shortening, one 
teaspoon vanilla and chopped nut 
meats, 

Beat eggs, add sugar. Sift flour 
and baking powder; add to mix- 
ture alternately with milk.

Mix two tablespoons cocoa with 
one-half cup milk until {t becomes 
& smooth paste. Dissolve one.

Add one quart of milk and cook 
for three minutes. Serve at once.

We were on Our way back from 
the Yale debacle of 1914, Yale hav- 
ing beaten Notre Dame, 28 to 6, 
when Harper cailed me into his 
Pullman drawing room. I was his 
assistant that fall He announced 
that we had to break into, 
something ‘new, something differ- 
ent in the way of offense or the 
year would be a failure. He be- 
gan drawing marks on a piece of 
paper, describing a backfield shift 
similar to what Chicago had used 
in the old days when he was sub- 
quarterback for Stagg. Harper's 


variation was that he made the 
shift cover twice as much terri- 


tory. I added the idea of shifting 
the ends in and out with a sta- 


tionary iine. Harper wanted the 
line to shift also, but after a day 
or two of experimenting the line 
from tackle to tackle was left sta- 
tionary. This simple shift was the 
beginning of what is now known 
as the Notre Dame offense. Har- 
per also had some original ideas 
on the forward pass which were to 
prove far reaching. 

It has, of course, evolved a iong 
way since that time and many 
Notre Dame men out coaching 
have added embellishments of 
their own. Most of the sound fun- 
damentals which Harper found at 
Notre Dame when he came here 
were probably inherited from the 
days when Barry of Brown was 
coaching. 


Systems Are a Mixture. 
But systems of football, like na- 
tionalities, are all eomewhat of a 
mixture, though one of the most 
interesting things about the game 
today is the fact that there are 
many different adverse concep- 
tions of offense, many of them suc- 
cessful. It is this which adds the 
variety and spice to our fine au- 
tumn sport.

Welch did not carry the ball 
as often as last season, but was 
always a ground gaining threat. 
His defensive work and blocking, 
was invaluable in the Purdue drive 
to the championship. Sacrificing 
opportunities to carry the bail, he 
crashed out ahead of Harmeson 
and Yunevich, starting them to- 
ward long gains. _ 

With the exception of the ends, 
the line jobs gave the pickers trou- 
bie. Wesley Fesler of Ohio State 
and Bob ‘Tanner of Minnesota were 
the class of the wingmen, and were 
paired by almost every coach. Fes- 
ler, a 1928 selection, was the pick 
of the offensive ends, and his de- 
fensive work was good enough to 
bear scrutiny. Aithough closely 
watched, Fesler took passes from 
Holman ali season, and his alert 
play was a factor in making Ohio 
State look like a contender until 
the season was nearly finished. 

Tanner Best End. 

Tanner dominated the ends in 
defensive play, and was a sure pass 
receiver. He was fast down under 
kicks and his deadly tackling kept 
opposing backs away from his side 
of the line. Although handicapped 
by an uncertain ankle all season, 
Tanner never failed to turn in a 
better than good performance. 

Shifted about to patch up holes 
in a team that lacked reserve 
power to make it great, Nagurski 
stood out, with Elmer “Red” 
Sleight of Purdue, as the pick of u 
number of fine tackles. Possessed 
of tremendous power and deadly 
tackling abitity, Nagurski played a 
great game at tackle, and found 
time to drop back to fullback to 
score a pair of touchdowns that 
gave Minnesota victory over Wis- 
consfn. He was the fastest man 
on the Gopher squad, and Coach 
Spears characterized him as a 
player who rarely made a mistake 
in judgment, either as a back or a 
lineman.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 29.—The 
flying and elusive feet of Russell 
Dills, 145-pound University of Mis- 
souri quarterback, coupled with a 
pair of carefully pianned “scoring 
plays’”’ hy Coach Gwinn Henry, yes- 
terday wrote a victorious record 
into the Tiger 1929 gridiron finale 
as the Missourians swept through 
to a 13 to 90 conquest over the 
Oklahoma Sooners. 

The victory gave the Tigers an 
undisputed runner-up position in 
the Bix Six conference, with Ne- 
braska romping over Iowa State 
at Lincoln in the only other con- 
feren.e set-to, the games dropping 
the Sooners into fourth plate, 
while the Kansas Aggies, by re- 
maining idle so far as conference 
play was concerned, moved into 
third. 

Throughout the first two periods 
the game had a decidedly Oklaho- 
ma tinge, but on the first play in 
the third quarter Dills counted a 
touchdown that put Missouri into 
a lead that was often challenged 
but never passed. Standing on his 
own seven-yard line the diminutive 
Tiger received 
Tom Churchill, Sooner end, and set 
forth on his slithering trip down 
the gridiron that ended behind the 
Oklahoma goal line.

the last stage of its work. After 
approving suggestions for improve- 
ihents at the State University and 
the State teachers’ colleges, the 
commission. will before night lay 
out a system of increased taxce 
which, if adopted by the Legislu- 
ture, will make possible the prug- 
tress which has been the aim of 
Gov. Caulfield and the commis- 
sion. 

It is virtually certain that the 
commission will not find sources 
ot revenue for the entire program, 
but will leave to the Legislature 
in the closing years of the decen- 
nial period covered by the recom- 
mendations, to provide for a part. 
The total amount required to meet 

recommendations for the 10- 

period will be about $200,- 
610,000, The commission will sug- 
gest ways to get from $150,000,000 
to $160,000,000 of this amount. 

Sharp increases in the income 
tax, a doubling of the corporation 
franchise tax, a slight increase in 
the State property tax and a tax 
of two and one-half per cent on 
all insurance premiums collected in 
the State will be the principal 
sources which the commission will 
wcommend.
